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PREFACE. 



Many young persons at their commencement 
of life, whose time is not entirely occupied by 
some professional avocation, find a great relief 
and advantage in devoting their leisure hours 
to some laudable pursuit, agreeable to their 
inclination, which thus becomes, in common 
appellation, their " hobby," ever after. 

It occurred to me when I first settled in 
Canterbury, as a medical practitioner, in the 
spring of 1809, that the study of some portion 
of natural history would be most conducive to 
my amusement. I selected hees^ those very

remarkable little creatures, whose wonderful 
parts and properties are justly styled so many 
evident proofs of the infinite power and wisdom 
of the Creator. When retired in my study, 
they have ever since been an agreeable theme, 
and, when occupied in my garden, a most health- 
ful and delightful enjoyment* 

In the hope that I may lead others in the 
path of an useful and somewhat scientific 
pleasure, I have written the following pages ; 
and I may here state that my own initiative 
was a single stock of bees, purchased (as good 
wives tell us, luckily ^ with a golden coin) of a 
good little old woman, who then lived in a cot- 
tage on a hill, called Tiler, at no great distance 
from the unique little church and its silver- 
toned beU, on St. Stephen's Green, near this 
city. Being thus set up as an apiarian, I expe- 
rimented, as most beginners do, most cordially, 
with my chosen companions, for many a year. 
And now, besides having the honour to be the 
senior of the medical profession resident in 
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Canterbury^ I believe that I have the longest 
experience in the management of bees in the 
county of Kent. It was, therefore, with some 
fair presumption that I ventured to present 
the public lately, in the year 1846, with the 
method of promoting early swarms by artificial 
means, 

I did so with confidence, and the success of 
my additional experimente hae enabled me to 
respond to the present demand for a second 
edition, which I now offer to all cultivators of 
bees, with the assurance of the advantage that 
may be attained thereby, in preference to the 
more common and precarious custom of waiting 
for and taking the chance of natural swarms. 
And, as some pious divines have pleasure by 
frequently displaying in their sermons the very 
interesting as well as beautiful parable of the 
Ten Virgins, five of whose lamps were so well 
trimmed, and others not, I may fairly inculcate 
the remembrance of it, by adding to my Pre- 
face to all such as are, or may become, cultiva- 
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tors of bees (for in regard to their swarms, 
delays are equally dangerous), one short but 
important sentence, 

" Carpe dieni!'*^

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ARTIFICIAL SWARMS OF BEES. 



INTRODUCTION. 

Insects in general, which may seem to the 
incurious to be little deserving of their notice, 
afford to an attentive mind many instances of 
the wisdom of Qod in the creation. Bees 
especially, which may be considered a pattern 
of industry to all mankind, — and their honey ^ 
the sweetest of all swee't things, and the chiefest 
tribute from the insect world, — have been fre- 
quently meutioned and extolled in the sacred 
Scriptures. 

MoseSy the inspired author of the nrst five 
books, who lived about 1490 years before the 
birth of our Saviour, and is the most ancient

writer on record, considered them as objects of 
regard. 

Davidy the royal author of the Psalms, who 
died, after a prosperous reign, about ten cen- 
turies before the coming of Christ, often men- 
tioned them. 

Homer and Hesiod, two celebrated Grecians^ 
who lived about 1000 years before the Christian 
era, introduced them into their beautiful poems. 

DracOy the famous legislator, who liyed about 
623 years before the blessed Christ, has given 
us a proof that bees were even domesticated ia 
his early days ; and 

SoloHj the reformer of those laws which his 
predecessor had promulgated, and who died 
about 558 years before Christ, has detailed the 
very words in which the decree relating to bees 
was written. It was ordtuned that " Whoso- 
ever should dig a pit in his ground, should dig 
the same as far off from his neighbour's land as 
the pit he digged was in depth to the bottom ; 
and, moriQover, he that would set up hives of 
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beesia his ground^ should set them at least 300 
feet from other hives set about him before." 
(See North's Plutarchy foL edit. p. 94.) 

Democritusy a philosopher of Abdera, who 
died in the 109th year of his age, about 361 
years before Christ, has left clear evidence of 
the cultivation of bees, in the directions he has 
given for the taking of drones from the covers 
of the hives. ^^ He sprinkled them with spring- 
• water over-night ; and on the following morn- 
ing, found them, and seized them, while sating 
their thirst on the lids of the same" (which, 
like the tops of modem Grecian hives, were 
moveable). 

Aristotle^ who may be considered a prince of 
naturalists, a physician to Philip, king of Ma* 
cedon, and tutor to Alexander the Great, in 
bis ** Historia de Animalihus,^^ written about 340 
years before Christ, devoted much time to bees, 
and has been quoted by all eminent authors 
since his time, both ancient and modem. This

work Is to be met with in almost every library 
of ancient books in the kingdom, 

Xenophofii the famous Athenian general, who 
wrote a Treatise on Husbandry about 340 years 
before the birth of our Saviour, gave likewise 
directions for the annihilation of the drones. 

MagOy a Carthaginian, who wrote a Treatise, 
too, on Husbandry, about 200 years before 
Christ, opposed and objected to this geineral 
and merciless destruction of the drones, by the 
bee master, for reasons he therein assigned: 
evidently showing that the study of bees was a 
constant source of scientific, as well as practical 
attention, by our forefathers. 

Aristamachusy a writer of Solos, was an 
author on the Culture of Bees, ** of which he 
was very fond." (See CrabVs Hist. Diet) The 
age in which he lived is somewhat uncertiEdn. 
I shall not, however, be far from the mark, if I 
venture to place him about a century before the 
birth of our Saviour, It is evident he lived 
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before PKny and Hy^tis, by whom he is 
mentioned ; and particularly by Colmnella, in 
book ix. chap. 3.5 as well as by Gronoyiua in 
his ** Thesaurus Grecarum^ who gives a por- 
trait of him, seated tmder a tree, watching a 
bee-hive, with the superscription *^ Aristoma- 
chus Apum Speculator et Amator^^ 

VarrOj the intimate friend of Cicero, and 
celebrated for the variety and extent of his 
learning, has left us a Treatise on Agriculture, 
written about 60 years before Christ ; in which 
he entered at large on the management of bees. 
It has been translated by the Bev. T. Owen, 
rector of Upton Scudamore, in Wiltshire* 
Yarro, in the 12th section of his work, cu- 
riously tells us, *' T* Pompeius has an indosure 
for the diversion of himting in Transalpine 
Gaul, which contains forty miles* There are 
also in the same inclosure receptacles for 
' snails ' and bee-hives, and vessels in which they 
eonfine dormice;" and he adds, — ''but the 
keeping, and raising, and feeding of all these

things^ are easy, excepting what relates to 
bees." 

Pliny i whose celebrated work is in the hand 
of almost every naturalist in the kingdom, and 
who lived in the first half of the first century 
of the Christian era, has afforded much interest 
on almost every subject that can be named re- 
lating to bees, as well as natural history in 
general. 

HyginuSf who lived very early in the first 
century, and is often quoted by the next author 
I shall name, Columella, has left us very ample 
directions for the management of bees ; so also 
nas another author, named Cornelius Celsusy 
whose remsurks on bees have been freely copied 
by Columella ; and it is extraordinary that at 
this very early period the observations of these 
three authors bear most distinctly on the point 
which is the subject of my present treatise, 
namely. Artificial Swarms. Celsus rather 
quaintly affirms that '* in the outermost honey"* 
combs there are transverse pipes or cavities^. 
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which contain the royal progeny/' Hyginun^ 
alio. Mowing tha outbority of the Greekti 
denien that the Captiiin-General k formed of a 
little worm or muggot (m the reit of the beei 
are) ; but that^ in the circumference of the 
boneycombdi there are found utraight holei 
somewhat brger than tho«e of the plebeian need 
(the eggii of the worker bees), filled a« it were 
with a solid substance of a red colouri out of 
which the winged King b at first formed. (It 
may be here observed that the ancients almost 
invariably styled the leader of tlie beeS| King, 
or Captain-General) 

Columella (the next in allusion to artificial 
swarms), who lived about the middle of the first 
century, and has left us twelve books of hus- 
bandry, gives tts directions to repair the paucity 
of bees. He says, you must examine the hive, 
and view what hone j^combs it has { then, after- 
wards, from the wax which contains the seeds 
of the young bees, you must cut away tlutt 
port wherein the offspring of the royal brood is 
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animated : for this is easj to be seen ; because 
at the yeiy end of the wax works there appears, 
as it were^ a thimble-like process (somewhat 
similar to an acom)^ riring higher^ and having 
a wider cavity, than the rest of the holes, where- 
in the young bees of vulgar note are contained.'' 
Palladius, who wrote fourteen books on 
agriculture, in the second century, which have 
been since translated into English by the 
aforesmd Bev. T. Owen, of Upton Scudamore, 
Wilts, has followed his predecessors closely, in 
the manner of forming artificial swarms. He 
says, '* If you wish to recover a hive, whose 
inhabitants are reduced by some pestilence, by 
adding a new colony, you will, examine in the 
others, which have brood combs, the wax, and 
the extremities of the combs, and when you 
find the sign of the birth of a king, you may 
oat the part off, with its offspring, and place it 
in another hive.'* Now, this is the sign of a 
future king — • '* among the other cells which 
contain brood, one appears larger and longer 
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^iike an acorn). This then is to be transferred^ 
when, being readj to get out, the nymph makes 
efforts to put forth its head, having gnawed the 
cover. If, however, you remove it before it 
comes to a state of maturity, it will die." 
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THE ADVANTAGE, AND METHOD, OP MAKING 

ARTIFICIAL SWABMS, 

It is probable that many people, when they 
first estobliflh an apiary in the country, may at 
the moment be totally unacquainted with the 
nature of bees. To such persons, a few concise 
observations may be acceptable, I will there- 
fore premise a few plain remarks on the contents 
of a bee-hive. 

The inhabitants of a bee-hive vary somewhat 
fki different times of the year. It may be right 
to name those contained in a hive in the spring, 
the period at which the interference of the 
apiarian is most required, and at which the 
operation I am about to propose is ' best exe- 
cuted, in order to insure an early increase of 
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the Btock^ and to promote the profits of the 
apiary. 

A hive in the spring contains three kinds of 
bees^ — namely, the queeuy which is generally 
accounted to be the only female in the hive; 
a multitude of workers commonly called neuters^ 
but by many persons considered to be mrgin- 
bees; (they are all, in fact,yi?»iafe5;) — also a 
great many drones, which are undoubtedly 
males. Aristotle recited the same opinion above 
two thousand years ago — ** Aliqui," said he, 
** mares esse fucos, foeminas vero apes esse con- 
tendunt." And again, ** Sunt qui fucos mares 
esse, apes foeminas arbitrentur." 

A hive may, therefore, be compared with an 
extensive convent, — having a queeny as an 
abbess, at the head, — a multitude of workers, 
as so many fair nuns, — and the drones, as the 
cowled or black-capped monks of by-gone daysi 
who, like so many venerable attendants, right 
gloriously live, and fatten on the farm. 

The Queen is much longer than the common 
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beeS; or workers ; she is somewhat elegant and 
graceful in her shape ; and may be readily thus 
distinguished by any person. 

The Worker Sy which are the most numerous, 
and the smallest in the hive, and so remarkable 
for their sprightliness, as weU as their indefati- 
gable industry, are too. well known to need any 
particular description. 

The Drones are large and unwieldy-looking 
insects, also longer and thicker and more hairy 
than the others. 

The Queen Bee, from whom the chief increase 
of population in the hive proceeds, usually lays 
some eggs during the whole year; but her 
principal laying commences in February or 
March, according as the season may happen to 
be more or less mild, or cold and severe ; and 
from the produce of these eggs chiefly arise the 
gwarms in May or June* 
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ON STTABMS IN GENEBALj AND THE SEASON 
WHY ABTIFICIAL SWABMS ABE FAB FBE- 
FEBABLE TO NATUBAL SWABMS. 

When a stock of bees (by which I mean a hive 
that has been occupied since the last summer 
by a swarm) becomes filled in the spring with 
young beesj of both kinds, as above, called 
worlun-s and drones, the issue of a swarm may 
be expected ; but, alas I there is no certainty of 
the time when this will take place, by reason 
of several causes, some of which may prevent 
it altogether ; and the inconveniences to which 
the proprietors are liable, who do not form 
artificial swarms, are consequently many. 
Firstly, they are obliged to watch the de- 
parture of swarms very assiduously for six 
weeks, and sometimes much longer. What- 
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ever attentions may be made by persons en- 
trusted with this care^ many swarms fly away, 
which it is impossible to arrest. It has been 
calculated by a great bee keeper^ that a fourth 
part of the best swarms are usually lost in this 
manner. Secondly^ he who has a small number 
of hives is obliged to watch them with the 
same assiduity as if he bad more ; and he who 
has a greater number is often much em- 
barrassed^ because it is no unusual thing to 
see several swarms go off at the same instant ; 
some escape on one side^ and some on another, 
or unite themselves together. Thirdly, a cold 
and rainy time, which may happen at the 
moment when swarms are disposed to come 
forth, often prevents the bees from swarming. 
And, further, swarms may issue at times when 
one wishes to be otherwise engaged; and on 
the other hand, although the proprietor may be 
present, his swarms may choose to settle in 
places where it is difficult to hive them. Now 
it is easy to imagine, and still worse to ex- 
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perience* some of these difficulties. I have 
known in a very considerable apiary^ where 
nearly a hundred hives were kept, in this 
county, as many as ten swarms go forth at 
6nce> and settle and mingle together. They 
appeared more like a cart-load of brewer's 
grains than a mass of living beings ; and were 
wii^ some difficulty divided and placed in three 
or four hives of very large dimensions. It was 
UteraUy a monster meeting! 

A natural question will here arise -^What is 
the cause of swarms 9 It is not increase of the 
number of bees alone^ for a hive will often 
appear in May and June covered on the fore- 
part with thronging hosts of bees, clustering 
and hanging, suspended like the long curls of a 
Lord Chancellor's wig, for several weeks to- 
gether ; and yet no swarm will go off. It is 
not heat alone, either within or without the 
hive: to avoid the one the bees assemble on 
the outside, and there remain ; and as for the 
other, they care not one jot about it. In proof 
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of this^ I have collected, on one of the hottest 
days in summer, five or six, or more, common 
domestic mirrors, and placed them in a situa- 
tion so that the focus of the sun reflected from 
each might be directed to one point, on the 
assembled multitude; but it had only the effect 
of causing the bees to move a little way firom 
one side to another. No I the issue of a swarm 
is dependent on quite another cause. It is 
the birth or expected hatching of another 
queen. For it is to be observed that, in ad- 
dition to the laying of eggs of workers and of 
droneSyihQ queen usually deposits in the spring 
a few eggs which are to become queens ; some- 
tunes only three or four in number ; at others 
as many as sixteen, or even twenty. Now, 
when either of these, commonly called royal 
eggsy are about to hatch, the queen-mother, 
jealous of a rival near her throne, becomes 
much excited, and makes violent endeavours to 
destroy them, but is usually and timely pre- 
vented by the workers, whose watchful care 
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and great anxiety for the safety of all the brood 
induce them to interpose; a great commotion 
takes place, and, the heat within the hive being 
raised to an insupportable degree, they all rush 
forth in a tumultuous assembly, hurrying the 
old queen in the midst of them, and thus form 
that most beautiful, most enchanting, and most 
animating rural sight to all lovers of nature — 
a swarm of bees 1 Were it always so, and in 
good time, all would be well ; and it would be 
unncecessary to interfere, or in anywise to 
anticipate the gratifying spectacle of a natural 
swarm. But the vicissitudes of our climate 
are so frequent, ever-varying and ever-changing 
still; «o sudden, and sometimes so extra- 
ordinary; smiling now, and now frowning 
again, aye, as coquettish and uncertain as the 
youthful maiden; so that the bee master in 
trusting to the process of nature, more fre- 
quently finds his best wishes annihilated, and 
the golden hours of spring dwindled and 
frittered away ere his swarms have come forth ; 

c 
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and a few weeks of summer remaining barely 
suffice for the gathering of honey, ere the cold 
nights of autumn and the approaches of winter 
close on the scene. 

How frequently it happens that we have a 
north-east wind during the whole month of 
May, and sometimes as late as the first half of 
June, with slight frosts or cold rains. What is 
the consequence? — multitudes of young bees 
have been hatched — thousands have gone forth 
daily — -and being chilled with cold, have never 
reached their hive again. Young queens have 
been brought to the birth in the hive, but the 
inclemency of the weather preventing the bees 
going forth, the queen mother has gained time 
to wreak her hostility on her aspiring rivals, 
and successively to destroy them ; whereby she 
has been enabled to retain sole possession of 
her throne. In order to remedy these evils, 
and prevent the destruction of the young queens, 
a method of forming artificial swarms is here 
recommended. 
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Now, it is right to observe, in order that a 
hive may be able to furnish an artificial swarm, 
it is necessary that it be well filled with combs, 
— that it be heavy and well peopled — and 
lastly, that the bees appear to work with great 
activity. It is right, in general, that the 
weather be warm, without .being very dry. 
Advantage may be taken of the first mild and 
open weather that offers. But one should not 
commence the operation till after having seen 
many drones go out of their hives, unless much 
pressed by other occupations to commence 
earlier; yet certainly not before some drones 
have made their appearance abroad. 

The signs, therefore, which indicate with 
certainty that it is time to form a swarm arti- 
ficially, are, firstly, the presence of drones in 
the hive, hatched, or, which are ready to hatch. 
Secondly, the presence of eggs, or of worms 
one or two days old, in the small cells of the 
combs; in order that the bees, by enlarging 
some one of these cells, may convert it into the 

c 2 
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foi^m of thofie capable of containing a queen ; 
supposing that the bees have not already con- 
structed one or more royal cells. One may be 
assured of the presence of these two signs, 
either in the spring or the course of the year, 
by watching the hive between the hours of 
eleven and three o'clock, the time wh^ the 
drones usually exercise themselves abroad, soon 
after they have arrived at their winged state. 
The presence of young brood is always evident 
when bees bring in pollen or farina on their 
legs. 
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THE PROCEEDING FOB MAKING AN 
ARTIFICIAL SWARM OF BEES. 

Procure an empty hive> the diameter of the 
mouthy or opening of which^ is as nearly as 
possible similar to that from which the new 
swarm is to be taken; turn it upside down 
and place the crown of it in something that 
will hold it firmly and steadily^ as a pail, a 
large flower-pot, or within a small hoop, nailed 
on the top of three or four stakes or slight 
posts driven into the ground, made to stand, 
for convenience sake, about three feet high. 
Put into the crown of this empty hire a short 
Stick, about four or five inches long, pointed at 
one end, to fix it, and cleft at the other ex- 
tremity, for the purpose of holdiug a small 
piece of damp linen or cotton. Or if one

wishes to perform the operation more neatly, 
one may adapt and secure to the upper part 
with wire a small pepper-box or tin canister, 
perforated with numerous holes on all sides, 
and place the linen or cotton therein. Have 
ready at hand a slip of linen or calico, about 
two or three yards long, and three .or four 
inches broad; have likewise a few strong 
pins nigh at hand, also a dark cloth or apron, 
about a yard square, within reach, ready for 
use, or a square of coarse muslin, or window- 
blind canvas. The period of the day best 
suited to the operation is between the hours of 
nine in the morning and three in the afternoon 
(a time at which a third or fourth part of the 
bees of a hive are at work in the fields). 
Haying previously determined on which hive 
to operate, one loosens it from its stand by 
means of a long slender knife, or thin trowel, 
so as to break through* all its fastenings. The 
cracking of the propolis, or resin, with which 
the bees had cemented the hive to the stand, is 
the sign that this has been done effectually. 
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Quit the hive for a minute or two, and suffer 
the bees to recover from their surprise, and to 
abate their temporary anger at disturbance. 
This is soon forgotten by the bees, when one 
thus withdraws from the hive, or even if one 
remains perfectly motionless for a short time. 
Presently one hears a general buzzing, — this is 
the joyful riecognition of the safety of their be- 
loved queen. And now one may seize the hive 
with both hands, and suddenly, but steadily, not 
hastily, or with any jar or shock, and place it 
immediately over the mouth of the empty hive, 
before mentioned, containing the slip of damp 
linen or cotton, abready lighted: this having 
been a little damped previously, produces only a 
slight smoke without flame. A very little 
smoke is sufficient. The two hives being thus 
placed together, the long slip of linen or calico 
before mentioned, or a long towel, is to be 
passed round about the junction of the two 
hives, and securely fixed by the pins, which 
had been placed at hand. The two hives should

now be turned upside down^ by placing one 
hand on the crown of each^ and holding them, 
while turning them, firmly together. If this 
be done adroitly, not a bee will escape to annoy 
the operator. A couple of rods are now re- 
quired, about the size and lei^th of drum-sticks, 
for the purpose of beating round the sides of the 
lower hive, containing the bees and their combs ; 
commencing at its crown and continuing up- 
wards upon this hive only. This beating 
should be made about five or even ten minutes, 
during which time the bees may be heard making 
a continual buzzing; and this sound will appear 
gradually to rise from below upwards, denoting 
the progress of the multitude of bees from their 
old habitation, towards the empty hive. At 
the end of five or even ten minutes the long band 
of linen or calico may be loosened, and re- 
moved, and the upper hive steadily and rather 
suddenly taken off, and its contents struck out, 
with a smart, (but not a violent), shock or jar, 
upon a large cloth, or sack, previously laid on 
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a leyel space of ground close at hand. The 
new hive, in which the bees are intended to 
dwells should have been also placed on this said 
cloth or sack^ at one end^ with its side a little 
raised towards the spot where the bees 
are to be struck out on the cloth ; a few of the 
bees are to be taken on a little stick and placed 
at the entrance of the hive, and instantly the 
whole concourse of bees will follow the leaders^ 
and enter cum fremitu magnoy rejoicing tumul- 
tuouslj. The cloth should be large enough for 
the operator to kneel upon it> without crushing 
the bees^ that he may more readily distinguish 
the queen^ among her companions, and seeing 
her, direct her with his little wand, in the path 
towards the hive, if she does not appear volun- 
tarily to take that course ; otherwise, as in all 
cases when rightly disposed, it is better to let 
the lady have her own way. A caae of this kind 
occurred last summer, which I will mention 
for the sake of precaution. A young friend, 
intelligent, and curious in the pursuit of the

study of bees, and myself, were busily engaged 
in making an Artificial Swarm, while all the 
rustic family were standing around, most happily 
enjoying the scene ; the bees had been struck 
out, on an ample cloth spread abroad on the 
ground, beneath the shady boughs of a lime, or 
some other tree : the new hive was placed at 
one end of it ; and we were kneeling together 
at the other extremity, anxiously watching for 
the appearance of the sovereign of the little 
nation which we had cast down in confusion 
before us. The majority of the bees hastened 
towards the hive, while others ran off in every 
direction : at the first instant we could not dis- 
cover the queen : presently, she was seen at the 
edge of my shoe, for I had one knee and one foot 
on the cloth ; and in one moment more she might 
have passed under the lower part of my dress. 
Now had she unobserved, really taken posses- 
sion of mine, or that of my agreeable com- 
panion, the predicament may be more easily 
imagined than described. I took her majesty 
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carefully upon my little wand, and placed her at 
the mouth of the hive, — she directly entered, 
and all her faithful subjects, with one accord, 
simultaneously tujuing their faces towards 
her, — ran, and beating their wings exultingly, 
speedily followed her in, exactly as a flock 
of sheep and lambs often do after the shep- 
herd when he gives them a change of fresh 
pasture. I may here notice that, on such 
occasions, the bees seldom or ever rise up to 
fly, when the place of operation is shaded; 
they walk quickly, or absolutely run ; — but it 
is otherwise if the sun shines on them ; which 
should never be suflTered, lest it defeat the 
object in view. Hence, it will readily appear 
that the sight of her majesty in the group is 
essential, as it assures one of the success of the 
performance. And it is for this reason, better 
to use an empty hive, as preparatory to the 
one in which the queen and the bees are to 
take up their abode, otherwise only one is re- 
quired absolutely. 

Further, there are one or two other minor 
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eonfiiderations to be attended to, namely, — at 
the moment, before described, when one takes 
the stock &om its stand, to put it on the mouth 
of the hive containing the ligjbted piece of Hnen, 
or cotton, an assistant should stand an empty 
hive in the place of that one taken away, in 
order to amuse the bees which return from the 
fields, and prevent them from entering the 
neighbouring hives; and that, in doing so, 
none of the bees remaining on the stand may 
be crushed, it is better previously to fix on the 
rim or lower edge of this hive three or four 
pieces of cork about half an inch or more in 
height, which may be easily temporally at- 
tached with a strong pin, to enable the bees * 
to find their way into it with facility. 

The operation being completed, and nearly 
all the bees assembled in their new hive, the 
few remaining on the cloth may be swept into 
it, with one of those useful little articles which 
the Swiss peasants or buy»a-broom girls fre- 
quently bring to our doors; it is made, I 
believe, of willow or osier shavings, and is 
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far less objectionable to bees than feathers or 
any other kind of brushy for they seldom or 
ever resent the use of it. 

This hive containing the artificial stoanny 
should now be carried to the exact spot where 
the stock had stood whence it was taken. 
The bees abroad^ and those flying in and out^ 
or round about the temporary hive, which one 
had set on the standi will joyfully recognise^ 
and speedily join their companions in their new 
abode, and after a few moments of tumultuous 
recc^ition, they will all set to work with one 
accord in the new hive, with as much zeal and 
assiduity as if no change had been made. This 
hive, after having be^i properly covered and 
secured, must now be left quiet for two or 
three days; after which, if there be a pane 
of glass at the back of it, the progress of new 
works will be apparent. It is of the utmost 
importance never to disturb a swarm of bees 
for some days after it has been placed in its 
new abode; for, the moment they are settled 
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in their new domicile they cluster together, 
linked to each other by the claws of their fore 
feet and hinder feet, forming chains or festoons 
somewhat like auburn ringlets of fair ladies' 
hair : while their bodies secrete and form those i 

small and white flakes of wax, with which, like 
so many skilful masons, they geometrically con- 
struct those wonderful edifices commonly called 
honey-combs. 

Having thus comfortably settled the artificial 
swarm in its new hive, in the old place — that is, 
on the same stand whence the bees were re- 
moved, one returns attention to the stock hive ; 
and having made close prisoners of the bees 
remaining in it, by securing it with the cloth 
aforementioned, or muslin or canvass, such as 
window blinds are sometimes made of, so that 
not a bee may find its way out (the same cloth 
having been used to cover the bees slightly 
during the operation), one sets this stock hive 
at a few paces distant &om its former abode. 
Two small rods, or bars, however, about the 
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thickness of one's finger, should be previously 
laid on the stand, that the hive may be raised 
thereon, so as to admit air freely beneath. And 
this said stock hive, after being well covered 
and protected from the effect of both sun and 
rain, is thus to be left perfectly undisturbed for 
the space of two nights, and the intervening 
day. When this period has elapsed, which has 
been spent by the bees, sometimes in uproarious 
agitation and tumult, and at others in dead 
silence ; one may if the weather be favourable, 
or on the first fine day succeeding, loosen a 
comer of the cloth or canvass, at the part in- 
tended for the future mouth of the hive, and 
thereby give the bees their liberty. They, 
eager to obtain what all the world desire, true 
liberty — liberty without licentiousness, (such as 
the British nation possesses, and may long con- 
tinue, under a monarchical government and its 
equitable laws ! midst the reckless contentions 
of other nations in Europe, to enjoy, "^i sua 
bona narinty'*^ now rush forth in crowds, and 
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after flying and sporting a few minutes in the 
air, presently return quietly home ; and once 
more peaceably set their house in order. 

It may be here asked what is the state of thi« 
hive ? to which one may reply, that it is some- 
what similar to that of a neighbouring restless 
people, where the sovereign has abdicated his 
throne, and the nation has become a republic ; 
a provisional government has been appointed, 
and peace and order thereby maintained. 

The bees have now had sufficient time to 
forget tiieir old queen mother, who has been 
removed, and are become satbfied, with the 
expectation and prospect of a new one, which 
is to become the new leader or sovereign of the 
rising and future generation ; for if one is not 
already about to be hatched in the hive, the 
bees imitate the labourer or carter, in the fable, 
who set his shoulder to the wheel, and helped 
himself out of a difficulty. In fact, they in- 
stantly set about forming a new queen. 
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We have been lately taught by the learned 
German apiarian, Schirachy and the fact, al- 
though most extraordinary, has been repeatedly 
proved by others, " that bees, having brood of 
all ages in the remaining combs, and particu- 
larly that of two days old, know how to procure 
themselves another queen, and rear it accord- 
ingly." 

. Let us suppose that the affairs of this hive 
proceed prosperously ; the bees labour hard ; 
they go out early and " late take rest," and 

literally " eat the bread of carefulness." Now, 

ft 

let it be observed, that the young and rival 
queen, about to be hatched at the departure of 
the mother, as well as the young queen reared, 
or about to be reared, by the bees subsequently, 
in the manner above stated, must evidently be, 
and are in fact, virgin-queens ; and as yet, no 
eggs can have been deposited by either of them 
in the hive. Weighing these two points there- 
fore, well in our mind, they lead us to the

consideration of making a second artificial 
swarm^ from the same old stock hive; and 
what is of equal importance^ of the proper time 
to take all the honey contained in the hive with'- 
out destroying the bees. 
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THE PBOCEBDING FOB MAKING A SECOND 
AETIFICIAL SWABM. 

It is usual when bees have once swarmed 
naturally^ to expect a second swann about the 
ninth or eleventh day after ; the same length 
of time, or rather longer, may be allowed to pass 
by, before one attempts to make the second 
swarm artificially. The stock may be ready 
for the purpose, even earlier than this, but there 
are reasons why it is better to delay this second 
operation, till about the fourteenth or sixteenth 
day after : or even a day or two later, if the 
weather be unsuitable. 

It is quite certain that all the eggs left by 
the old queen, have long before this period, be- 
come larvae, and the greater part of these larvae, 
have metamorphosed into nymphs, or young 
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bees. The population has been thereby won- 
derfully increased^ and if the operation, as be- 
fore described, be now repeated on this stock, 
and all the bees be removed at once from the 
hive, with their young queen, a good swarm 
may be obtcdned, which will have time enough 

to amass sufficient provisions for the ensuing 

• 

winter. And this is the proper time to take 
possession of the whole contents of the hive. 
The bee master may perhaps find a few drones 
not hatched, but sealed up in their cells, like 
ancient monks in their cloisters ; the fair pro- 
geny, however, the labourers of the vineyard, 
are all, or with very few exceptions, now on the 
wing ; and he may take all the honey contained 
in the hive, mthout destroying his bees. 
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THE HONEY HARVEST. 

The description of the making of a second 
artificial swarm^ having anticipated what might 
be said on this subject, I have only to observe 
that the quantity of honey obtained at this 
period is not so great, certainly, as that pro- 
cured by stifling the bees, according to the 
common method, most barbarously^ with brim- 
stone and fire, in the autumn. If the spring 
has been favourable for the gathering of honey, 
about ten or fifteen pounds will be found in 
the hive. But the bee master will have 
doubled the number of his hives, with the 
satisfaction of their being all strong enough 
to lay up sufficient store for the winter suc- 
ceeding. If he wishes to lessen the number 
of his hives, he may sell them to great ad- 
vantage, because they are strong, or, if he 
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wishes to take more honey, he will reap the 
benefit hereafter in uniting a second and first 
swarm together, by fuming both the hives in 
the evening of some day late in the autunm : 
adding the bees of the weaker to those of the 
heavier stock. This may be done most effec- 
tually when the stocks have stood near each 
other during the summer, in which case the 
hive containing the bees belonging to the 
combs that are to remain untouched, should 
be set on the stand of the one firom which the 
combs are to be displaced and the honey taken, 
that the houseless bees may know where to find 
a shelter and a home. 
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THE UNION OP BEES. 

A VABiETT of means have been suggested of 
uniting bees in such a manner that they shall 
agree^ and^ as the French term it^ fraternize 
without dissension. Out of at least fifty that I 
could perhaps enumerate, I will mention a few, 
and especially one that was adopted by the Bo^ 
mans about eighteen hundred years ago, recorded 
by Columella. He says, " You may bring the 
commonalty of two or three hives together into 
one, by first sprinkling them with some sweet 
liquor; then, afterwards, you may shut them 
up, and having placed food for them, you may 
keep them confined almost for the space of 
three days ; leaving small breathing places for 
them^ till they accustom themselves to converse 
familiarly and to live together.'' He adds, 
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" there are some who may rather choose to put 
the older king out of the way, which proves 
very hurtful, because the more aged multi- 
tude, if he be put to death, must, of necessity, 
like a number of old senators, obey those that 
are younger than themselves ; and if there be 
any of them that obstinately despise the com- 
mands of those that are stronger, they are 
punished and put to death." 

Sir Christopher Wren, who was as curious 
in the study of the fabric of the honey comb, 
and the management of the storied bee-hive^ as 
he was celebrated for the construction of his 
magnificent buildings, simply placed his boxes 
together, containing the different swarms. 

The Rev. Charles Butler, the learned divine, 
turned one hive topsy-turvy, and after placing 
the other upon it, bound them together, and 
thus retained them, "till the end of the dog 
days." 

Other apiarians advise the fuming of the 
bees of each hive, before they are placed to- 
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gether. Others recommend a piece of canvass 
or perforated tin, or a thin board with small 
holes to be placed between the two hives, so 
that the bees may breathe together. Others 
' direct the leaves of sweet herbs, as balm or 
thyme to be chopped fine, and with a little 
honied or sugared water to be sprinkled among 
the bees of each hive, previous to their junction. 
Others again advise, when hives stand near 
each other, -that their respective places may 
be changed for a few days, and reversed, pre- 
vious to the union. 

There is not so much nicety in returning 
a swarm of bees to its stock that has issued 
the same day. It is merely necessary to pin 
a long cloth to the front of the stand of the 
said stock-hive : and to strike the bees suddenly 
down upon it in the evening twilight. They 
will speedily enter without opposition; and 
their queen will be found on the ground at the 
front of the hive next morning. 
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ON THE DEATH OF THE OLD QUEEN BEE. 

The life of the drones seldom exceeds six 
months ; they are often dragged forth from the 
hive by the workers, and suffered to die on the 
ground, much earlier. 

The life of the workers is generally con* 
sumed by continued toil and industrious labour, 
within the space of a year. 

The reign of the queen bee is extended to 
the second, or the third, and sometimes even to 
the fourth year. But the lady is in her prime 
beauty, and glories most in all her important at- 
tributes and essential usefulness to the state, in 
the second year. After the second year she 
languishes, becomes shrivelled in appearance, 
her wings are worn and jagged at the edges ; 
she is evidently feeble ; but the attachment of 
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her faithful subjects remauis, as yet, as strong 
as ever. If no aspiring rival has been able to 
obtain the ascendancy during the summer sea- 
son, and she happens to die in the winter, when 
there is no proper brood whence the royal 
progeny can be reproduced, all the bees resign 
themselves to grief, yield their lives to despair, 
and leave all their treasures and the world be- 
hind them. 

Thence, often has it been*the lot of those 
who have had well-stored apiaries, to find here 
and there, a hive in which the bees were all 
dead on the floor, — lots of honey sealed up in 
the combs, while desolation and death reigned 
triumphant throughout. A table of the age of 
the queen of every hive should be kept in every 
well-managed apiary: casualties may thereby 
be guarded against by the timely union of the 
first and second spring swarms, in the subse- 
quent autumn of every year. 
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ON HIVES. 

It may be obserred that I have said nothing 
in this edition of raiser bee-hives, of which I 
gave a description in my former treatise, I still 
recommend them to the use of amateurs, and to 
those cultivators in general who are disposed 
to take advantagoiof good seasons for increasing 
their store of honey. But my object in con- 
fining my second edition to the making of 
artificial swarms is to lead the cottager progres- 
sively to advance in the cultivation of his bees ! 
Hitherto, like the traveller on the brink of 
the riyer, the common country keeper of bees, 
has stood till the stream has gone by. He has 
waited for his swarms, till the season, the 
golden hour of spring has passed on, or, like 
the difficult maiden, who in truth has found 
autumn approaching, while she still fancied 
herself in the spring-time of youth. 
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Some persons unacquainted with the form of 
raisers^ may be glad to know that a common 
cottage hive cut exactly asunder, will answer 
every purpose of the kind : if small twigs or 
slight bars be interlaced across the upper part 
of the lower half of a hive, at the distance of 
an inch and a quarter apart. I now prefer 
these small twigs or lacings, to the more sub- 
stantial bars previously recommended, and used 
in olden times by the Grecian bee masters ; and 
subsequently copied by modem apiarians ; they 
took a portion of the honey from the top of 
their hives, which were formed of slight wicker- 
work like baskets used by our gardners. It 
is perfectly useless to give bees lines and rules 
whereby to direct their combs. The celebrated 
Hunter an English surgeon of the last century, 
gave his bees angles, both salient and reflective, 
to work on. Other bee masters have drawn 
lines of waxen moulds to guide them. And 
others again, knowing that bees like solid bases 
to build on, have placed net-work, and other 
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loose attachments, on parts where they did not 
wish bees to fasten their combs. But bees, like 
other fair objects in the creation, will, and should 
ever have their own way, in all reasonable and 
laudable domestic concerns. They repay us for 
all kind attention we give to their comfort. 
For instance, we should keep their hives dry 
and warm in the winter, and shaded from the 
violent effects of the sun in summer. When 
the season is particularly favourable for the 
gathering of honey, as soon as the bees begin 
to hang in clusters out at the door of the hive, 
after the swarming season is over, a raiser of 
five inches in height, laced at the top, as above 
mentioned, should be given to them, and when 
this is full of bees, and the combs have des* 
cended in it, nearly to the stand, another should 
be added. A small slip of glass should be 
placed in all hives and raisers, at the back part, 
in order that the state of the interior may be 
frequently seen. The keeper of bees who has 
not glass in some part of his hives, is ever like 
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a person groping about a house in the dark, so 
little can he know about them. 

Keverting to the subject of the direction which 
bees give to their combs^ I have said that bees 
wiU have their own way. I have kept them in 
tiers of boxes of cedar^ about five inches in 
height; and I have had them in cases of cork^ 
and«i raisers of straw, of the same dimensions ; 
and found that they have frequently varied the 
direction of the combs in the same hive, in the 
alternate divisions. 

The advantage of using small lacings, but 
sufficiently strong, to bear the attachment of 
combs, is, that in whatsoever direction the 
latter may be placed by the bees, the bee master 
when he wishes to take out any particular por- 
tion of comb, has only to make use of a pair of 
strong and short scissors such as nail scissors, 
with which he can divide the bracings or twigs 
without disturbing any other part of the hive : 
and the lacings may be easily repaired by slips 
of willow. 
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ON THE ORIGIN OF WAX. 

It may be well to add some remarks on this 
matter. Countrj people, in general, fancy the 
coloured substances which bees bring hoij^e to 
their hive, in little balls on their legs, to be the 
material with which they build their cells. It 
is necessary to undeceive them, as well as some 
fabling poets who have beautifully written 
'^ floral emblems " of the golden age, and with 
feigning art have told us, 

" Through the soft air, our busy nations fly, 
Cling to the bud, and, with inserted tube, 
Suck its pure essence, its ethereal soul ; 
And oft, with bolder wing, they soaring dare 
The purple heath, or where the wild thyme grows, 
And yellow load them with the luscious spoil." 

Those little balls perceived on " painful bees" 
are simply the dust which they take from 
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various flowers. The blossoms of willows and 
of almond trees afford this dust in great abun- 
dance in the spring, and the fragrant mignon- 
ette in the garden, and thyme and many wild 
flowers in the fields yield it plentifully in the 
autumn. All this collection is made entirely 
for the nourishment of the young brood. There 
is not an atom of wax, and little or nought of 
luscious honey in it. French Apiarians have 
usually called it cire brute (crude wax); and 
many of our old English bee masters knew no 
better, — till Thorley, an English Apiarian, 
at the beginning of the last centuiy, clearly 
pointed out the error, and explicitly detailed in 
his work on the Management of Bees, the real 
nature and origin of wax. Hunter, the cele- 
brated English surgeon of the latter part of 
the last century, most clearly demonstrated the 
same, by a variety of experimentB, which may 
be read in the Philosophical Transactions of 
the day. But long even before Hunter and 
Thorley, the eyes of the quaint and all-curious 
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divine, the Bev. Charles Butler^ an Oxonian, 
discovered the real waxen scales on the floor of 
the bee stand. See his Feminine Monarchy, 
p. 96. Edit. 1609. 16mo. ; and more particu- 
larty in his later edition of the same, in 1623, 
chap. vi. 8. In which he says, ** The more 
haste the worst speed," for many of the bur-j 
thens of the bees do fell from them before they 
can fasten them to their combs. You may then 
see great store of them upon the stool, by the 
skirts of the hive, like unto the white scales 
which fall from young birds* feathers. And 
therefore some have imagined that they also 
are scales which the young bees do likewise 
shed from their wings. But put you some of 
those parcels together with warm fingers, and 
you will quickly be resolved of that doubt" 

The wonderful power of steam and gun- 
powder was long known before it was applied 
to any especial purposes, either good or evil : 
and in like manner was seen the presence of real 
wax in these scales ; but it was left for Thorley 
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and Hunter, both Englishmen, and subse-* 
quentlj for Huber, a Frenchman, clearly to 
exhibit them as an animal secretion, produced 
by the bees, after having digested honey in 
their stomach, and not merely haying digested 
honey, but any substances of a saccharine 
nature. And what is still more extraordinary, 
if a new swarm be shut up and fed on moistened 
brown sugar, the bees will produce combs as 
white, or even whiter, and in greater quantity, 
than when fed on white sugar, or even hodey 
itself. In this experiment both air and water 
must be allowed to them freely, but light must 
be secluded. See Huber's Experiments on the 
Origin of Wax. Also the Royal Philosophical 
Transactions of London, and Thorley on Bees. 
In conclusion, it is scarcely necessary for me 
to observe that artificial swarms are no new 
invention of mine. I have already shown that 
the art was familiar to the ancients several cen- 
turies past. But this revival of the science, I 
hope may lay the foundation of a better culture 
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of bees. The art of painting or staining glass 
so inimitably done by our forefathers^ was long 
forgotten ; its restoration has been recent^ and 
now beautifully illustrates our modem churches. 
So may the renewal of the method of making 
artificial swarms be productive of much im- 
provement and benefit in the cultivation of our 
useful insects, the bees. 

In addition to the power of taking all the 
honey in the spring, when early second swarms 
axe formed artificially, the advantage of adding 
one or more raisers during the summer is. evi- 
dently great, when honey seasons are good. 
And knowing that when we wish to diminish 
the number of our hives in the autumn, and 
that we can do so, with equal advantage to 
ourselves and benefit to those who have gar- 
nished their hive with a plentiful store; by 
uniting the bees we deprive to those of a 
neighbouring stock, we are enabled, with much 
satisfaction, to take all the honey, so beautifully 
fresh and fragrant, in entirely new combs. 
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without the slightest compunction on the score 
of humanity. 

Every cottager in the country, with a very 
small plot of ground, may possess an apiary, — 
and supposing that he is the owner of only five 
stocks of bees in the spring, these, by proper 
management, ought to yield him five good 
first swarms, and as many second swarms, and 
harvests of honey. 

Every bee is an individual example to the 
cottager for imitation in industry ; who if he is 
blessed with health and contentment always 
has it in his power to follow such example, and 
may thus obtain, and add much comfort to the 
humble station, in which it has pleased God to 
place him.
